GLASS 

WORKS 

Esteemed glassblower Michael Ruh recalls 
selling 'bits and bobs' from a table in Dulwich 
Park. What a long way he, and The Dulwich 
Festival, have come, finds Karen Jensen-Jones

m he first thing that hits you when you walk into 
m Michael Ruh’s glass making studio in West 
l Dulwich is the intense heat from the furnace 
burning constantly at over 1,000°C. And then there are 
the shelves of beautiful, muted coloured glass vessels 
designed and made by Michael who is hard at work, 
patiently turning an iron rod in and out of the furnace 
before carefully moulding his creation by hand. 

It’s obvious that Michael loves his work but it seems 
fate also played a part in his chosen profession: “When 
I was a child I saw some glass making at a summer 
park and I thought it was interesting,” remembers 
Michael. “Then at university I went to a seminar at an 
iron foundry with an adjoining glass blowing studio 
and I never forgot it. Many years later when I lived in 
Belgium I discovered that a little school nearby had 
a glass blowing department and from the minute 
I signed up to the course, I was hooked.” 

After meeting his wife Natascha in Belgium, who 
is also a glass maker, they moved to London where 
Michael began his career as a glass blowing assistant 
in Camberwell, later moving to West Dulwich and 
setting up his own studio close by. 

“That was 15 years ago,” recalls Michael, “and I am 
fortunate that Natascha has taken on the financial 
side of the business securing contracts with Calvin 
Klein, Barneys and Bergdorf Goodman in America 
alongside established interior designers in London. 

I am not business-minded at all and if it were left to 
me, we would have been bankrupt a long time ago. 
Natascha’s involvement allows me to concentrate 
on the glass making and has enabled me to indulge 
in what I love.” 

Despite working 10 hour days with only Sundays 
off, Michael never tires of his craft and is driven by the 
challenges that glass making still throw at him. 

“My ideas are not always possible to realise in 
glass because of the technical limitations or my skill 
limitations as a glass maker,” explains a rather modest 
Michael, “so there is often a lot of compromise and 
that can be frustrating. I never give up though and that 
is what makes my job so exciting. If you stick with it 














you’ll teach yourself how to create one of your ideas 
and along the way you’re learning a new set of skills.” 

Michael’s work is distinguished by its simplicity 
using age-old skills to craft contemporary handmade 
glass: “My work is organic in terms of natural curves 
and natural forms inspired by nature,” says Michael. 

“Some glass makers are technique orientated 
where I am very interested in shape and illumination 
and simple colour. My work is intentionally imperfect 
so I need to start with a perfect shape and then I apply 
my hand to give it a more organic signature. I enjoy 
the patience that is required for my work and find the 
whole process hugely satisfying. I do some 
batch production when we get orders for the big 
stores in America, and that’s how we make our living, 
with our range of lighting, tableware and homeware, 
but another part of the work is our free work and that 
is more sculptural.” 

One of the most intriguing insights into this timeless 
craft are the tools, unchanged over hundreds of years, 
that Michael uses for his perfectly imperfect vessels. 

“The raw material I start with is called cullet, 
which is sugar-lump size pieces of manufactured glass. 
They are heated up in the furnace to 1,115°C - our 
working temperature - and the glass melts. I then use 
solid rods or blowing pipes to get the glass out of the 
furnace constantly turning the rod so that the glass

doesn’t fall off the end. The shaping is then done by 
hand using a homemade wad of newspaper soaked in 
water, resulting in a papier mache pad that glides over 
the glass. It’s 

very simple yet one of the most important tools for 
a glass maker. And with the glob of glass at the end 
of the blowing pipe, I blow in a little air and this will 
make the glass inflate. These are the basic steps we 
use for anything we make whether it’s a large object or 
a small bowl.” 

Watching Michael at work is a privilege and his craft 
is something he is happy to share by participating in 
the Dulwich Artists’ Open House, part of the annual 
Dulwich Festival in May. »> 
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Organiser and local resident Rachel Gluyas 
explains why the Open House idea, now in its eighth 
year, has become so successful: “The Dulwich Festival 
aims to make a broad variety of artist events easily 
available to the Dulwich community and celebrates a 
range of local talent both professional and amateur. 
For someone like Michael, and for many local artists, 
the Artists’ Open House, which is part of the festival, is 
a great opportunity to show their work and be part of 
the thriving artistic community in this area. 

“More than 200 artists in over 150 locations across 
Dulwich and surrounding areas are opening their 
homes and studios as part of the Dulwich Festival, 
giving people the opportunity to see an incredible 
array of art works in intimate and inspiring settings. 
The Artists’ Open House will run on both weekends 
of the Dulwich Festival, with many different artists 

- photographers, ceramicists, print makers, designers, 
painters, jewelers, furniture makers and more 

- showing their work. 

“The appeal for the public is meeting the artists and 
getting inside somewhere that is normally private,” 
continues Rachel. “Galleries can sometimes feel a 
little impersonal, but an artist’s home or studio feels 
much more intimate and admission is free and the art 
is for sale.” 

Although Rachel is quick to point out all the artists 
deserve recognition, she is very excited about Ruth 
Stage, an established contemporary landscape and 
figurative painter, and ceramicist Sophie Cook, whose 
graceful, vases are made of hand-thrown porcelain. 

“The Artists’ Open House is open to all artists and 
is often a stepping stone for those who are looking 
for commissions and for their work to be noticed,” 
enthuses Rachel. “It’s incredible to think that the first 
Open House attracted about 25 artists and now we 
have over 200, all keen to show their work.” 

With the festival looming, Michael’s wife Natascha 
is busily preparing the studio for visitors and is keen to 
relate their first Dulwich Festival experience. 

“We’ve been living in Dulwich a long time so it 
has to be about 15 years ago since we exhibited at 
our first festival. It was on a much smaller scale and 
we literally set up a little table on the tennis court in 
Dulwich Park and sold a few little glass bits and bobs 
that we’d made. It was great fun and introduced us to 
many other artists living and working in the area.” 

Things have moved on somewhat since then, 
but the ethos remains the same, and Michael and 
Natascha are still proud to be contributing to such 
a vibrant, inspirational art scene in their local 
community. See you at the festival... }

Ahead of South London Women Artists' 
biennial, Lucy Haenlein discovers just 
what makes the group so influential 


his spring, South London Women 
Artists (SLWA) return to the 
Bankside Gallery with their new 
exhibition, SNAP! Running 2-7 May, the 
showcase of the all-female collective’s 
diverse works spans a broad range of 
media and subject, forming a snapshot 
of women’s art today. 

Curator Althea Greenan describes 
the process of putting together the 
exhibition as “like turning over packs 
of cards one at a time and making up a 
whole new deck stacked with insights 
and aesthetic connections - moments 
when we thought SNAP!” 

For followers of feminist art, the 
similarity of the exhibition’s title to 
WOW Women of the World festival 
at the Southbank Centre and WACK! 
Art and the Feminist Revolution at the 
Museum of Contemporary Art in LA 
will be conspicuous. This, of course, 
is no accident. Along with Althea 
Greenan, the exhibition is curated by 
experts with similarly strong links to 
the feminist movement - Dr Lara Perry 
and Sarah Sparkes. The impressive 
works of the SLWA are situated in this 
context, as women’s art is celebrated 
both as a specific reality and as 
a broader phenomenon. 


The community for women artists 
first appeared on the scene in 2008 to 
create a network and support for local 
female artists. The group now has 100 
talented members, and has expanded 
its practice to include a number of 
exhibitions, talks and workshops, 
providing members with invaluable 
tools for showcasing and promoting 
their work. 

As well as making its mark on local 
artists, the group is a big player within 
the wider community, too. Included 
in the SLWA’s regular practice are 
attempts to bring their passion to local 
children, and the upcoming exhibition 
will be no different. SLWA artist 
Jackie Brown is running a project 
involving St Joseph’s Catholic Primary 
School, where pupils have been 
invited to respond to the exhibition 
through drawing and photography. 

The pieces they create will then be 
turned into a set of enormous cards 
which, on the afternoon of Thursday 
3 May, will be used to play - fittingly 
- a huge session of snap. }

Memory lane 

Valerie Balleny writes about a very personal sale

A beautiful spacious house with a 150ft garden and parking for three cars 
on this much sought after street... 


When we married 40 years ago we bought a small 
house at the bottom of the Grove; we loved the 
street and moved, with our three small children, to 
our present, much larger house, ten years later.

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Drinks on the terrace? 


The terrace or patio is the most important part of your garden. Take time to make sure your patio is 
the right size for your entertaining needs. If it’s just the two of you most of the time, have a smallish 
table where you can add chairs for extra visitors. You don’t want to sit at a great big table all on your 
own like royalty. If you have a large family, buy a good sized table near the house and then site a 
smaller table, for just the two of you, somewhere else in the garden. Think carefully about the space 
you need to get up from your table and stand behind your chair. Leave plenty of room to move around 
on a hard landscaped surface. You don’t want to step off the paved area onto the lawn or fall into a 
flower bed at any time, with or without a second glass of wine. The materials for your terrace should 
match or compliment your house and the current trend, for a seamless terrace at the same level as 
the kitchen floor, needs careful consideration in case your damp proof course is breached.

Plant of the month 

This month we are going to advocate the use of the ‘spillers’. These are the plants that the mowers in the household 
don’t particularly like because they fall wantonly out of the borders and onto the precious lawn. The spillers soften 
the edges of the garden; they spread onto paths, creating the hazy billowiness we associate with summer planting. 
Use Nepeta ‘Walkers Low’ with pale pink roses, or Alchemilla Mollis with Poppies. Geranium ‘Johnsons Blue’ looks 
stunning with Anthemis tinctoria ‘E.C.Buxton’. Other good edging plants are Artemisia ‘Powys Castle’ and 
Helianthemum ‘Wisley Primrose’. After intensive training anyone with a mower can lift them up and mow underneath 
without too much harm, just takes training. Ask our planting experts for advice and availability.

A supporter of the London Lifestyle Awards since its inception, Sinitta 
is no stranger to the public spotlight. Catherine McCabe enjoys asking 
guestions about Brad Pitt, David Essex and, of course, Simon Cowell

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t’s 10am in the middle of Soho and we have lost 
Sinitta. One 80s pop star, last seen in a sparkling 
pink dress, clicking her heels to the nearest coffee 
shop. It’s all hands on deck as the London Lifestyle 
Awards team negotiate the search party. But as the 
three of us fiddle with our Blackberrys, she appears in 
the doorway, buried in her trademark mop of curls, 
laughing at her flustered group of publicists. 

Though born in Seattle, Sinitta has lived in Fulham 
for longer than she cares to admit. As far as she’s 
concerned, her heart belongs to the capital, and she 
loves nothing more than celebrating the city. As such 
a regular face at the London Lifestyle Awards, I felt it 
was only fair to let Sinitta select her dream table for 


the ceremony: “Definitely not Pete Burns,” she laughs. 
“I think I’d like Kyle Minogue, Oliver Martinez can 
join, I’ll steal him when she goes to the loos - and 
I’d definitely have Simon (Cowell).” I point out he’d 
probably spend the evening criticising the food. 

“We’ll just give him a cottage pie to keep him quiet,” 
she smiles. 

For her latest venture, Sinitta has decided to 
support some unsung heroes of her own, using a 
specialist website named Attinis. With its moniker 
taken from “Sinitta spelled backwards”, Attinis is an 
online hub for talented hopefuls. The singer invites 
young dancers and musicians to “benefit from my 
mistakes, and do better than I did.” 
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It is no secret that Sinitta’s pop career was short 
lived. Though championed by her then partner, 

Simon Cowell, by the time the 80s had drawn to 
a close, she was fading fast from the charts. So what 
went wrong? “When I started, I was self managed, 

I didn’t have a game plan -1 definitely didn’t have 
a business plan,” she says. “I wish I had, instead I just 
sporadically jumped around,” she sighs. 

When she isn’t hiding her modesty with palm 
leaves, it’s Sinitta’s relationship with Cowell that 
attracts the attention. The two are firm friends, but 
when spotted in public, tabloid speculation about 
their ‘romance’ spreads. Surely it must be difficult to 
keep things platonic? “That’s a confusing question,” 
she says, looking less than impressed. “We’ve been 
on and off for years, but I think we’ve finally reached 
a place where we are both happy and comfortable, 
and we can stay like this for the rest of our lives,” she 
says. But Cowell is the least of Sinitta’s A-list trysts; 
many moons ago she dated Brad Pitt. I had to ask 
- are they still in touch? “I am not really in (contact) 
with Brad anymore. David Essex though (with whom 
she had a long term relationship), I am in touch with 
his daughter Verity because we were like sisters.” 

Since X factor’s first series in 2004, Sinnita has 
been no stranger to reality TV. Celebrity Wife Swap, 
Dancing on Ice, the dreaded jungle - she’s done them 
all. But a succession of health problems in 2011 left 
her out of action. Having undergone surgery for a 
benign tumour in her stomach, she broke her ankle, 
leaving her bound to a wheelchair and crutches. “It’s 
still troubling me, but I want to push through it. I want 
to wear high heels and I want to dance.” Just two 
days after our interview, Sinitta more than kept 
to her word and managed to run the Olympic track 
in support of the NSPCC. 

Recently, Sinitta lavished Jessie J with Twitter 
praise for her judging skills on The Voice. Of course, 
it’s not just Jessie’s panel prowess that’s caught her 
attention. “I love that - what’s his name, Danny from 
The Script. Is he married? Is he a grown up?” Which 
reminds me, did she really coin the term ‘Toy Boy’ 
with her original hit? “I didn’t deliberately; I didn’t 
mean it the way it means now,” she laughs. With that, 
Sinitta is beckoned to her photoshoot on the roof 
of the Sanctum Soho Hotel. She downs the last 
of her Americano from a cardboard cup, re-applies 
make-up at lightning speed and runs for the lift. 

She’s a Londoner alright. }

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Brixton-based talent Lara Francis is 
making waves in interior design, and 
is particularly brilliant at bathrooms. M 
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Victoria Purcell finds out more 


A 
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rixton-based Lara Francis Design has been 
turning heads in bathroom design for almost a 
decade. After starting Flow London, specialising 
in high quality design and build, with her then 
business partner in 2003, Lara Francis went on to set 
up on her own. In 2007, she was voted one of the top 
10 rising stars in interior design by idFX magazine, 
and this year was shortlisted for Bathroom Designer 
of the Year at the Homes & Gardens Designer of the 
Year Awards. Living South catches up with Lara to talk 
trends, space-saving tricks and unusual projects. 


Where did you train in design? 

I’m largely self-taught. I learned my trade on the job, 
starting with very simple makeovers and taking on 
more ambitious projects as my experience grew and 
my confidence increased. I remain convinced it’s the 
best way to learn. I think very little of any real value is 
learned in theory in this industry. 


Was interior design always the path you 
intended to follow? 

No. I left art college with no idea what I was going 
to do next! 


Your name crops up in a lot of magazines and 
you have been shortlisted for various design 
awards, how does it feel to be recognised? 

I was excited to hear that I had been shortlisted for 
this year’s Bathroom Designer of the Year at the 
Homes & Gardens Designer Awards. It’s lovely to have 
my efforts appreciated! 

What are the latest trends in bathroom design? 

A few years ago there was more interest in vintage 
or traditional styling but it’s rare at the moment to

find a London client who 
wants a purely traditional 
look. Generally they want 
a contemporary hotel-style 
bathroom or a blend of 
classic and modern for 
a more timeless look. 

What are some of the 
trickier challenges 
you’ve come across 
when taking on some 
of the more spatially- 
challenged London 
bathrooms? 

Clients often want to know 
how to make better use 
of their existing space, 
usually so they can Lara Francis 

accommodate separate bathing and showering areas. 

Sometimes a simple solution such as changing the 
layout, rehanging the door, or cleverly concealed 
storage can solve the issue. Sometimes stealing a small 
amount of space from an adjoining room can make a 
huge difference to the bathroom, while being barely 
noticeable in the other room. 

What kind of project excites you the most? 

It’s exciting when a client is willing for me to do 
something a little more unusual. In one recent scheme 
I suggested using wallpaper on the feature wall behind 
the bath and, although my client was reticent at 
first, she was thrilled with the result. I had to contact 
her again recently as her bathroom was going to be 
featured in a magazine, and almost two years later 
the wallpaper is still perfect.

What design era would you say best captures 
your imagination? 

I’m not sure I really have a favourite design era. I love 
an eclectic look that brings together different elements 
from more than one era. 

Describe to us your ideal bathroom... 

I love the serenity and minimalism of Japanese design 
and their traditional use of natural materials such as 
stone, teak, cedar and bamboo. One day I’d like to 
have my own traditional Japanese-style bathroom. 

Where do you see yourself in five years? 

I’m currently working on a large project in Munich 
and am hoping to branch out further internationally 
over the next few years. I’m also working more 
frequently now as a bathroom consultant on design 
teams alongside other designers and architects. 

And finally, you're based in Brixton - what do 
you love about the area? 

I love Brixton’s vibrancy, its diverse cultural 
influences, lively music scene and strong sense 
of community.

As Matthew Wilson launches his latest 
guide to gardening, Fiona Keating 
guizzes the green-fingered guru on 
creating the perfect outdoor space

or many people, gardens are their only 
connection with nature. It’s a place to relax after a 
hard day’s work, or get in touch with our creative 
sides planting and growing beautiful flowers. 

But gardening can be more difficult than it looks. 

If you need to do some background research before 
embracing your green-fingered self, then leaf through 
Matthew Wilson’s latest tome, Making a Garden. As 
Wilson puts it: “There are numerous pitfalls at eveiy 
turn that are enough to sink seasoned professionals, 
let alone novices.” 

The Gypsy Hill-based garden designer, best known 
as the host of Channel 4’s TV show, Landscape Man , 
has over 20 years’ experience in creating gardens. 

His wealth of knowledge is skillfully imparted in his 
book. Set out in easy-to-follow chapters, it takes you 
from the initial thought process through to the vision 
and finally the realisation of your garden. According 
to Wilson, planning is all about achieving a happy 
balance between beauty and usability. 

“The questions I ask people is what do they want 
to use the garden for, as well as how much time they 
are going to spend in it. Lots of people say ‘I want 
a beautiful garden’, but actually they don’t want to 
put any time at all into it. The two are not mutually 
exclusive but it does change the way I go about 
planning a garden. You can make a beautiful garden 
with a very restrictive palette of plants that don’t need 
much care.” 

In areas such as Herne Hill, East Dulwich or 
Camberwell, garden square footage is usually at a 
premium. “A really small space is very interesting to 
plan for,” Wilson says. “First you’ve got to address 
the practicalities. By the time you’ve got a table 



and chairs in there, there’s not a lot of space left for 
gardening. Things to look at include maximising wall 
space - living walls are increasingly popular.” 

Proportion is also an important element to 
consider, suggests Wilson: “Don’t go for really small 
items, otherwise you end up with Toy Town. You’re 
much better off having two big, impressive pots with 
good-sized plants. You can make a big statement out 
of those. It’s much more effective to do this than to 
have lots of tiddly bits and pieces around the place.” 

Then you need to consider the type of plants 
you want, bearing in mind the climate. “For sunny 
gardens if you want an impressive, manageable 
feature, olives are brilliant, and increasingly popular. 
Twenty years ago, no one would have thought of 
having an olive tree in their garden in the UK, despite 
the fact you get really cold frosts in Greece and Italy.” 

With over 10 years working for the Royal 
Horticultural Society, Wilson knows his plants. He 
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London garden tips 

• Think about the type of soil. 
Normally it’s clay but it could be 
sandy, and this will affect the 
type of plants that are suitable. 

• Size - don’t buy plants that are 
too big for your garden. 

• Is your garden sunny, shady or 
a mixture of both? 

• Put effort and energy into the 
soil, add compost twice a year.

smiles sympathetically at how easily people are 
seduced by pictures of brilliantly coloured flowers: 
“Their eyes will light up when they see plants that 
look amazing. They’ll write their names down and 
give you a list of plants that they want in their garden. 

“But nine times out of 10 you just can’t grow 
them in a London garden. One delectable flower 
people often fall for is the Himalayan Blue Poppy. It 
is the most exquisite plant, but you can’t have it in 
a London garden. It’s from the high Himalayas and 
it enjoys a cool, damp Himalayan atmosphere with 
regular mists. It’s a challenging plant to grow.” 

What about the current drought? Wilson admits it 
is a problem, and that lawns especially will suffer, yet 
it is still “possible to make a garden using the right 
plants - plants drawn from the Mediterranean basin, 
or South Africa as well as the arid parts of the world.” 

It’s always fascinating to see what a professional 
gardener’s home turf looks like. Wilson moved to his 



current Gypsy Hill home - just a stone’s throw from 
his previous West Dulwich pad - last year, and has 
been busy practising what he preaches. He advises 
arranging the spaces within the garden so there’s a 
sense of transition from one area to another. 

At the front of his garden, there’s decking with two 
raised beds that come across to delineate 
this area. In the middle of the 
garden is the lawn with three olive 
trees in a row which, when they 
fill out, says Wilson, will create 
a green barrier. “It’s only a small 
garden but I have in effect made 
four gardens within one - right at 
the end there’s another seating area, 
which gets sun at the end of the day. 

I’m going to make a little gin and 
tonic area.” Sounds perfect. }

in the Keston Kitchen. We love 
Rosie’s deli cafe in Brixton 
Market and have enjoyed many a 
good coffee and cinnamon bun there.

Kosie

Ingredients (serves 6) 

700g leftover roast chicken 
300g medium bulgar wheat 
500ml vegetable stock 
120g walnuts 
2tsp cumin seeds 
1 orange 

2tbsp extra virgin olive oil 

1 large mild chilli, finely chopped 

2 garlic cloves, peeled and finely 
chopped 

40g fresh dill, roughly chopped 
2tsp sea salt 

1 leek (or red onion), finely sliced 
80g fresh parsley, roughly chopped 
Juice of 1 lemon 
2tbsp walnut oil 

Method 

1 . Strip the cooked chicken off the 
carcass. 

2. Measure the bulgar wheat into a 
large pan. Pour over enough stock 
to cover and place a lid on the pan. 
Put the pan on a very low heat for 5 


minutes, and then remove from the 
heat and fluff up with a fork. Taste 
to check that it is cooked. If you 
think it is too gritty, replace the lid 
and leave to stand for a few minutes 
longer to allow it to cook in its own 
steam. Set aside. 

3. Toast the walnuts and cumin seeds 
separately. This is best done in a 
dry frying pan on a low heat (watch 
them carefully because they will 
both burn easily. Tip onto a plate 
to cool. 

4. Grate the zest of the orange into a 
pestle and mortar. Add to this the 
olive oil, chilli, garlic, dill and salt. 
Crush everything together to form 
a coarse paste, and then scoop 
the mixture into the bulgar wheat. 
Combine carefully with a fork. 

5 . Remove the peel and pith from the 
orange with a sharp knife and cut 
the flesh into 1cm cubes. Add to 
the bulgar wheat with the leek (or 
red onion), the toasted walnuts and 
cumin seeds, the leftover chicken 
and the parsley. 

6 . Squeeze over the lemon juice, add 
the walnut oil and mix carefully with 
your hands to combine. Season 
with a little more salt if necessary. 

Charlotte’s verdict: This recipe is 

a really delicious take on tabbouleh; 

the chilli and dill paste gives the 


bulgar wheat a subtle but tasty 
flavour, which is then sweetened by 
the orange. As Rosie says this is a 
traditional parsley-dominated recipe 
and the parsley combined with the 
dill certainly is the star of the dish for 
flavour and its fantastic green colour. 
One thing to note - the chicken says 
leftovers, however, you will need a 
whole medium chicken to get 700g 
of meat, I roasted mine with an 
orange inside which smelled great 
and added to the flavour.

Bianco di Treste 
Courgettes with 
Sumac and Feta 

By Ceri Wade 

Ingredients (serves 4) 

3 medium ‘bianco di Treste’ 

courgettes 

2tbsp olive oil 

1 heaped tsp sumac (available from 
Turkish & Greek stores) 

Itsp sea salt 

Freshly ground black pepper 
2tbsp pine nuts 
lOOg sheep’s feta 


Method 

1 . Preheat the oven to 180°C/gas 
mark 4. 

2 . Slice the courgettes in half 
lengthways, leaving the stalks on, 
and lay in a baking tray, flesh side 
up. Pour over the olive oil, sprinkle 
with the sumac (which does the 


same job as lemon) and some salt 
and pepper. Bake in the oven for 
45 minutes until the courgettes are 
browned and jammy. 

3 . Meanwhile, warm a frying pan over 
a moderate heat. Add the pine nuts 
and toast in the dry pan, tossing 
frequently, until pale golden brown. 
Tip onto a plate to cool. 

4. Remove the courgettes from the 
oven and crumble over the feta. 
Scatter the pine nuts over the top 
and leave to stand for 5-10 minutes 
to allow the courgettes to cool 
slightly and the cheese to soften. 

5. Taste for seasoning, adding more 
sumac if necessary to make it 
slightly sharper. 

Ceri’s verdict: This recipe is a great 
way of cooking courgettes with the 
flesh going lovely and soft, the sharp 
contrast of the feta cheese and texture 
of the toasted pine nuts. I couldn’t find 
the Bianco di Treste courgettes, so 
I used regular ones. I cut them into 
four strips per courgette rather than 
just in half and the result was lovely. 
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Hummus with 
Ground Lamb 

By Julia 

Ingredients (serves 4-6) 

For the hummus: 

450g cooked chickpeas, drained 
3 garlic cloves, peeled and chopped 
Juice of 1-1V 2 lemons 

1 heaped tablespoon tahini 
V 2 teaspoon sea salt 

2 tablespoons extra virgin olive oil 

For the ground lamb: 

2 tablespoons olive oil 

1 small onion, finely diced 

1 teaspoon ground cumin 

V 2 tsp ground cinnamon 

V 2 tsp paprika 

250g minced lamb 

1 teaspoon tomato puree 

V 2 tsp sea salt 

30g pine nuts, toasted 

V 2 pomegranate, seeds beaten out 

Method: 

1 . Place all of the hummus ingredients 
in a deep jug or bowl. Using a 
handheld blender, blend till smooth. 

2 . Spread the hummus into a medium 
bowl, making a well in the middle. 

3 . For the lamb, heat olive oil in a large 
pan over a medium heat. Add the 
onion and sweat for a few minutes 
before adding the cumin, cinnamon 
and paprika. Mix and fry the spices. 

4 . Add the lamb and thoroughly break 
up with a heatproof spatula. Mix in 
the tomato puree and salt. Continue 
over a low heat for a few minutes 
before removing from the heat. 

5. Let cool for 10 minutes and tip this 
into the well in the hummus. 

6 . Scatter over the pine nuts and 
pomegranate seeds and serve with 
grilled pitta breads [or as we did, the 
delicious caraway and fennel loaf]. 

Julia’s verdict: This dish is really 
simple but looks so pretty it’s bound 
to impress. It is a great idea to serve 
the lamb and hummus together in a 
dish - your guests can just dive in and 
scoop a spoonful, or go straight in for 
a dip with fresh bread. The sprinkling 
of pine nuts and pink pomegranate 
makes it look really special. As Rosie 
says, hummus is a constant in many 
people’s lives, but this is a way of 
making it into a classy dinner dish.

DRINK 
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UNDER REVIEW: Honest Burger

It’s been open for almost a year but it’s taken 
Living South that long to make its way through 
the bounty of top quality restaurants now open 
in Brixton. Honest Burger, one of many must- 
visit places in Brixton Village (formerly Granville 
Arcade), will be seeing a lot more of us now. 

If ever a name was apt, it’s here: the burgers are 
honestly good and while non-beef eaters and 
vegetarians aren’t neglected (there’s a chicken 
burger and a veggie ‘fritter’ available, too), the 
jewel in Honest Burger’s crown is its beef. Made 
from 35-day aged beef, sourced from the Ginger 
Pig, it’s exceptional. All burgers come juicily 
cooked medium rare (at the chef’s specification) 
and served on a toasted glazed bun - gluten-free 
buns are available - with a side of outstanding 
triple-cooked rosemary salt chips. 

A simple ‘Beef burger here costs just £6.50 
so I thought I’d push the boat out and upgrade 
to the £8 ‘Honest’ variety. For an extra £1.50 
I pimped my beef with red onion relish, smoked 
bacon, mature Cheddar, pickled cucumber 
and lettuce - to extraordinarily good effect. 

Taking it one step further my friend ordered the 
special: beef, bone marrow, smoked bacon, red 
Leicester, parsley, white onion and house pickled 
cucumber. So popular was this special that 
she managed to order the last one of the day \ 
- at 2pm - and was momentarily speechless 
from its glory. She mustered the strength to utter 
one word: “amazing”. It needed nothing more. 

As with most places in Brixton Village, you can’t 
pay by card, but you won’t need much cash. 
Ordering the two most expensive burgers on the 
menu and two glasses of wine came to £27.50.

I’m talking about acupuncture. Something I’ve 
always wanted to try, so when I heard that the newly 
opened Little Escape in Crystal Palace was offering 
facial acupuncture, I decided to give it a try. (After 
all, one turns 30 this year, and spends far too many 
hours squinting at a computer screen.) 

So I took my furrowed brow off to the Triangle, 
finding The Little Escape in the quiet, calm new 
Paxton Mews development off Westow Street. But the 
place is not so little, after all. There’s a roomy waiting 
room and massage room downstairs, and a Pilates 
studio and two further treatment rooms upstairs. 

Now I’m no expert, that’s centre owner and British 
Acupuncture Council accredited acupuncturist Lilja 
Katanka’s territory, but the basics of the treatment are 
thus: manipulating teeny tiny needles into specific 
points in the skin corrects imbalances in the flow 
of Qi, restoring you to full, glowing health. It can be 
used to treat stress, insomnia, injuries and more. 

To start, Lilja conducts a thorough health check, 
and concluded that my main issue is Liver Qi 
stagnation, which is often associated with stress, 
the dry, gritty eyes I’d complained about, forever 
chilly hands and feet and also Internal Heat, which 
contributes to blemishes. Yup, facial acupuncture 
can also help treat acne by reducing inflammation 
and enhancing natural killer cell activities. Bonus. 


And, of course, the main reason for my visit - those 
track lines across my forehead. Needles inserted into 
wrinkles and frown lines stimulate the cells to lay 
down new collagen fibres, thereby filling them in. 

The needles relax muscles, too, which helps alleviate 
sagging in facial areas, or, in my case, should counter 
the affects of the deadline-induced furrowed brow. 

Generally the needles don’t hurt - only the odd 
one hitting a sensitive spot will sting a tad. They were 
inserted into various channels including the Liver and 
Gallbladder channels, to move stagnation and clear 
heat, and, of course, the face. Lilja also massaged my 
neck and shoulders to remove blockages so Qi, blood 
and lymph can circulate to remove toxins and nourish. 

Once all the needles are inserted, Lilja retreats 
and let’s them do their work while you relax. I soon 
felt my thoughts blur into nonsense and drifted into 
a light sleep, waking to feel pretty invigorated. Lilja 
finished off my session with a blend of oils including 
Rosa rubiginosa, lavender, rosemary and helichrysum 
Italicum, all with anti-ageing and balancing properties. 

Having seen for myself the benefits of acupuncture, 
I’m very tempted to give the full course a go. After 
a course around 12 sessions, eyes should brighten, 
skin feel firmer, lips plumper and blemishes vanish. 
Madonna, Gwyneth Paltrow and Cher have reportedly 
all been patrons of weekly ‘acupuncture facelifts’ to 
ward off wrinkles. If it’s good enough for them... }

A story 
unfolds 


Forget about the myths of Crete, the real 
centrepiece of the island can be found 
at Daios Cove, writes Lucy Haenlein 




m ust mention ‘Crete’ and a host of mythical pictures 
m spring to mind. Theseus bravely defeating the terrible 
ty Minotaur perhaps, or the ill-fated attempt of Icarus 
and Daedalus to fly on hand-crafted wings. Such 
stories combine to form a vision of a place embedded 
in an entirely different world. For a first-time visitor, it 
is practically impossible to picture a modern ‘luxury 
resort’ in the midst of such magical lands of childhood 
imagination. Luckily, Daios Cove makes no pretensions 
to classical style, plumping instead for the gleaming 
white simplicity of the contemporary architecture 
currently in vogue. 

Situated on the beautiful North-Eastern coast of Crete, 
about an hour’s drive from the capital of Heraklion, the 
35-hectare resort curves itself around its own private 
beach. As the land of the cove slopes smoothly into the 
sea, the buildings emerge as if cut from the rock, doing 
nothing to disrupt the striking natural harmony of land 
and water. 

Though unequivocally modern, the design does not 
impose itself. Created by Greek super-architects 3SK 
Styliandis, the place exudes their signature sculptural 
focus, finding its cues from the landscape it is 


embedded in. Its angular, clean lines blend seamlessly 
with its natural surroundings. From the inside, this 
fusion of building and environment is equally potent, 
as expansive windows and infinity pools transcend 
conventional boundaries of space. 

Natural comfort 

But if reading of clean lines, stone and glass put you 
in mind of sitting on an uncomfortable bench, think 
again. Here, comfort is king. The natural calm of the 
surroundings is combined with an unapologetic 
obsession with relaxation. Focus is held throughout 
the 261 rooms on the omnipresent view, with the 
decor kept crisp and restrained, but no attention has 
been lost on their functionality. Incredibly clean, 
marble bathrooms are stuffed with luxurious robes and

toiletries, while unbelievably comfortable beds are a 
staple of every room. And if the unfailing comfort of the 
‘basics’ weren’t enough, the spectacular spa treatments 
will ease you into nirvana. 

In keeping with the building as a whole, the 
treatments under the management of renowned spa 
specialists Germain de Capuccini draw on the benefits 
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of natural remedies, but they are accompanied 
by state-of-the-art equipment to ‘enhance’ the 
experience. And, yes, this may sound ludicrous 
sitting miles away in rainy London, but swathed in a 
mysterious gold nectar (part of a treatment: the ‘Gold 
Privilege’), nothing in the world feels more ‘natural’ 
than a quick dip in the ‘counter-current pool,’ or a 
casual browse through the iPod mounted on a private 
iPod deck. Similarly, the fact that the indoor infinity 
pools are filled with seawater rather than the usual 
over-chlorinated stuff, really does make a difference 
to the experience. Completely successfully, the 
natural and the synthetic combine to create total 
peace and you feel totally ‘atone’ with the sparkling 
vibrancy of the outside Cove. 

Ordinarily, I am the type of person to sniff at the 
very idea of a holiday daring to offer anything other 
than a fully authentic cultural experience. The fact 
that you would go to Crete for an ‘Exotic Ceylon’ 
massage, for example, does sound utterly ridiculous. 
However, the creators of Daois Cove have clearly 
mastered the art of relaxation, and the addition 
of Eastern Holistic remedies only adds to the effect. 


The more the merrier. All is incorporated into 
creating rituals that really do transport you to 
a fundamental calm and peace that could only be 
doing the landscape a service 

A melting pot of cultures 

Crete is a perfect location for this kind of cultural 
mish-mash. Practically as close to Turkey and Egypt 
as it is to Greece, its island location has made it an 
inevitable mix of travellers, traders, and a succession 
of less welcome conquerors. For the average 
Westerner, with our habit of claiming significant 
civilisations as our own ancestors, the fusion of 
African and Middle-Eastern with more Western 
European elements is surprisingly prominent. But 
really - lofty excuses aside - the whole ‘International 
Luxury’ approach is just incredibly seductive. 

The successful fusion of potentially incongruous 
elements is mirrored in the food, as Italian, traditional 
Cretan, and international restaurants all jostle for the 
attentions of guests. A specialist in Italian cuisine, 
and a well-known name amongst the Greek and 
Italian fine-dining circuit, newly appointed head 
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Daios Cove

chef Federico Della Vecchia supervises all three 
restaurants on location. By way of fresh, »> 
local produce, the main focus is on the 
Mediterranean dishes Della Vecchia is renowned 
for (such as his famous Eggplant Cannelloni and 
Tagliolini Pasta ‘Alla Norma’), with the international 
buffet providing a more eccentric alternative. 

The breakfast is particularly delicious. 

To supplement, the poolside ‘Ocean Bar’ and 
the aptly named ‘Beach Bar’ ensure that a single 
dry moment need never be tolerated. Even taking 
advantage of the hotel’s glistening outdoor infinity 
pool or spectacularly white-sanded private beach, 
drinks and nibbles are always to hand. And as the 
sun sinks reluctantly into the sea, if the sun, sand, 
food and overall excessive pampering hasn’t left 
you pleasantly lethargic, there is even an onsite club 
to head to.

From 
scuba diving to cooking lessons and tennis via a host 
of water sports, if you’re the restless type there really 
is plenty to do. 

All this entertainment goes for the kids, too. Despite 
its opulance, Daois Cove makes a refreshing stand 
against the snooty adults-only destinations, actively

always have something to do - leaving parents hassle- 
free to kick back with a tropical cocktail. 

Daois Cove Luxury Resort and Villas fulfils 
the demand of a resort holiday perfectly. Utterly 
self-sufficient and nestled in its own wonderfully 
secluded Cove, it provides the opportunity for a 
no-holds-barred pampering session away from the 
crowds. And if it’s an escape you’re after, this really is 
one. Drawing its life from the unique and spectacular 
location, and only ten short minutes away from an 
ancient Cretan town, it also manages to put more 
inquisitive travellers at their ease. Though, frankly, 

I defy anybody not to be seduced by the tempting 
lull of luxury. }

history 

The Imperial War Museum's 
new exhibition, A Family at 
Wartime, is based around 
life in a real Lambeth home. 
Lucy Haenlein heads to SE1 
to find out more 


I 71 / ar broke out on a Sunday, 

I / 1 1 I was evacuated... 
f V big double-decker 
buses, the red double- 
decker buses, masses of 
them outside the school. I 
just couldn’t understand it, 
why have I got to leave my 
family?” 

These are the words 
of Lambeth-born John 
Allpress, who was just 
10 years old when he was 
evacuated during World War II. 

In the words of John W Gardner, 

“history never looks like history when 
you are living through it”, and for the Allpress 
family, what must seem like ordinary details of their 
life at the time are now at the centre of the IWM 
(Imperial War Museum) London’s new exhibition, A 
Family at Wartime. 

The exhibition charts the family’s experience of 
the war as William, Alice and their 10 children cope 
with dramatic changes, from Betty’s stint in a factory 
making seats 

for the RAF to Eva’s role as an ARP Warden. 

In true IWM London style, minute details about 
the everyday skilfully contextualise more prominent 
and familiar events. Engaging descriptions of wartime 
projects such as Make-Do and Mend are combined 
with audio snippets of Betty recalling anecdotes about 
handmade clothing. Most movingly, the evacuation 
is moulded around John’s recollections of being torn 
from his life in London. 

The exhibition presents a walk-through snapshot 
of the London Home Front. Information in a range of 
forms combine to represent a patchwork of historical 
experience: a full sized sit-in replica of an air-raid 
shelter is adorned with an assortment of photographs 
and wartime propaganda; spaces have been filled 
with bits and pieces to replicate rooms of the time; 


while videos project flickering black and white 
footage of the time. 

But I am, it would appear, of the same mind as 
visiting children as I eagerly join them clamouring 
around the most engaging piece of the exhibition: the 
‘dolls’ house’ model of the Allpress house in Priory 
Grove, Stockwell. Originally created for an earlier IWM 
London project by the late Cyril McCann - husband 
of Betty Allpress - the detail is extraordinary. Even 
the saucepans have been made by hand to represent 
exactly the originals (so the only remaining member 
of the family, Harry, tells me) from the lead inside of 
old toothpaste tubes. 

As the Second World War recedes into the mists of 
time, and living witnesses like Harry Allpress become 
few and far between, the IWM’s efforts become 
increasingly valuable. So step into a past world, 
and marvel at that Blitz spirit. }

The government’s recently 
introduced NewBuy guarantee 
scheme has created considerable 
media interest and lenders entering 
the market. The scheme requires 
only a 5% deposit and is open to 
first time buyers purchasing a new 
build property valued up to £500,000 
as their main home. The lenders 
are partially protected against 
default by the builder depositing 


3.5% of the sale price and the 
government guaranteeing a further 
5.5%. Borrowers should proceed 
with caution as new properties 
often attract a premium which 
may evaporate once the property 
becomes second hand. Also 5% is a 
small cushion if prices fall. Borrowers 
are advised to take out a three year 
or more mortgage deal because if 
house prices fall in the short term 
the borrower may have difficulty in
